1)09 totals of insurance bet Th?s
question, which Is keeping heads of
old line companies In the east on the
tenterhooks right now, is their ver-
sion of the "what shall the harvest
be" brought up to date by Wall street
standard. It has In it the makings
of a more widespread Interest but not
everybody knows It The Insurance
totals of 1909 will gauge prosperity
but also gauge the public's memory
concerning - certain partial disclo-
sures regarding its own exploitation
as "risks" en masse.

Whether the expected jump In re-

venues of the old line Ufa and cas-

ualty companies has taken place per
schedule in spite of certain changing
conditions In the insurance field, will
soon be known. Last year January
reports showed totals which Indi-

cated subsiding Indignation and re-

turning prosperity both of which
meant big dividends for 1909. There
was then In force life insurance in
New York state alone that totaled
$1,653,311,894, in Illinois $813,954,120,
in Kansas $129,682,691 and In South
Dakota $86,258,878 exclusive of frater-
nal insurance. In the "casualty" field,
which nowadays covers two score
new " and ingenious underwriting
plans,' the last 'January - reports
showed some1 stupendous figures, for
the premiums alone In Massachusetts
were over $9,160,0)0, in Illinois

and New York $17,232,31 of
which the losses totalled on an aver-

age about 38 per cent. The 4 "cas-

ualty" companies even In 1908 made
a gain, their - surplus- - earned above
dividends being $10,234,972. And the
dividends, were something ornamental
as nearly . ..everybody. . , cpntributed
somewhere down, the list of under-

writing aovelUee,. ,
The sise of the. Increase, of reve-

nue and profits is what the captains
of the "regular" caauaity concerns
are awaiting, not doubting there was
an increase as in every year since It
was begun. Also they are bothered
by an experiment In cooperative in-

surance in' Chicago which has made
revelations regarding the profits made
in their field. The older fraternal
and mutual forms they had competed
with and still prospered, by charging
high rates, but the Chicago project
has let everybody into the game of
exploiting themselves and their
friends and bids fair to Succeed be-

cause the big. profits are in the in-

vestments of large sums and not in
the underwriting. Cutting the under-
writing rater to cost by mutual has
not 'pleased the insurance captain, but
giving-th-

e public, a share, of the In
vestment .profits "Is different," and
far more serious to them. the :publlc
benefitting. ; ,"t ,

The .life Insurance. totsl Increased
In 1908. over. 1907 quite, sharply es
pecially in the agricultural states
like South Dakota and Kansas where
good crops have been the rule during
recent years. In South Dakota the
insurance In force jumped, from f35,--

904,949 torover $86,000,000. and In Kan
sas 'the aln was. a larger .percentage
of, gain than was achieved in eastern
states,' although, the gain in- - New
York wa3 . about $65,coo,00v and in
Massachusetts about $42,000,000. This
rule held true in Minnesota also, the
gain being from $187,597,530 in 1907
to $196,612,682 in 1908. Illinois In-

creased its insurance in force nearly
$25,000,000. ..

Christmas means much to the juv-
enile poor of London In fact, it is
the biggest day of the entire year
in their lives. Most of them belong
to what have-com- to be known as
the "'ragged schools," and each school
is gl,ven a delectable feast with a few
Inexpensive presents on the side! The
churches throw wide their doors and
provide Christmas goodies. These
dinners ire, naturally, the talk of the
children for months beforehand. And
they crowd the. , various balls where
they are held in droves. Everyone Is
served. In thousands of Instances,
Christmas, baskets,, containing food
and supplies, are-- sent to the . homes
of crippled children or Invalids unable
to attend the big. feasts,'

Everybody Is remembered. The in
mates of the workhouses are given
good, wholesome dinners and provid-
ed, with other, practical gifts. . . The
widows are glveh"pures," contain
ing from one to two dollars, by the
mayor and, aldermen who provide the
necessary ' money

' from the civic
funds. It Is the great day for the Lon
don poor. None are forgotten. In faot,
the poor from many towns near, by
flock to. London on Christmas day. for
the express purpose of sharing In the
prodigal Yuletlde distribution ,fgooso, mum pudding, clothing and
shoes. , ;

Not infrequently from a ' distance
comes a check from a man, himself
once a pilgrim at the Island, to whom
fortune has been kind. He asks that
the money be expended for toys, warm
clothing for the infants and substan-
tial gifts for the parents. And in this
way the matron of the island collect's

enough gifts and toys to make the
children who spend theflr first Christ
mas in the land of the free, remember
it all their lives. There is always a
big Christmas dinner and a Christmas
tree on Christmas eve. Many of the
little ones have never had so many
good things, and so much attention
in all their lives before. Sometimes
though, they are too sad ' to enjoy
the feast and the presents, for even
in the childish breast can be felt the
pangs of fatherland left behind and
a new, unknown land ahead.
